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Exchange Billboards For $^ 

The Chicago Motor Club has announced that 
it will push enactment of legislation in the 1965 
session of the Illinois General Assembly to pre- 
vent the uncontrolled erection of billboards along 
Interstate Highway systems in the state. 

Several states already have such legislation. 
We get so used" to the giant billboards that line 
our highways that we forget the beautiful views 
that are hidden by these walls of commercialism. 
It is not until we travel in states where the natural 
beauty of the highway is unobscured that we 
realize the joy of a full view of the landscape, 

Illinois is making a vigorous bid to promote 
tourism in the state. Certainly clutters of bill- 
boards along highways do nothing to attract the 
vacationing traveler. 

Illinois will get another bonus if such legis- 
lation is passed. They will meet Federal stand- 
ards which will qualify the state for a special 
bonus of one-half of one per cent of project costs 
on the Interstate Highway system. This would 
add about $5 J million to the Highway Fund. 

As the number of cars on the highways in- 
crease, as living conditions get more crowded, 
people long more for the open country and vistas 
of nature. Surely billboards are not indispensable 
as a method of advertising.

Spain, Denmark, 
France — wherever you go in 
the world, you will find. that 
each country .has Its own 
Christmas traditions. 

In Uethloliom. the' birth- 
place of Christ, the streets 
are filled on Ciirisltmas Eve 
with thousands of devout 
pilgrims, , representing the 
many faiths, who journey 
there to worship. Back and 
forth they pass in proces- 
sionals, holding caudles and 
singing, as they visit sacred 
crypts, grottos and churches. 

That evening a special 
mass is held In the Church of 
the Nativity, believed to be 
tiie oldest Christian sanctuary 
in (lie world. At midnight, 
church bells ring for miles 
around calling the celebrants 
to assemble at .Shepherd's 
Field to sing hymns, 

hi Sweden, Christmas is 
celebrated in a different way. 
Here the Yulclide officially 
begins on December 13, SI. 
Lucia's Day. Everyone goes 
outside, carrying lights and 
1 singing carols door to door. 
•Tho Ancients believed this 
day the darkest of the year. 
Thus man-made brightness is 
used to dispel the "spirits of 
darkness." 

Then, Christmas itself starts 
off early the morning of De- 
cember 25 when — before 
the family goes to church — 
a daughter of tltc house, 
dressed as SI. Lucia, visits 
each bedroom. Hobed in 
white, she wears on her head 
a wreath of whortleberry 
j leaves encircled with lighted 
candles, and carries a tray 
of coffee and special Lucia 
cakes. 

In Denmark, Christmas is 
celebrated — uol on December 
'25 — but on Chrislmas Eve. 
Late thai afternoon, all work 
eases, church bells peal, and 
people floek to the churches 
that have been festively light- 
ed and decorated with f rag- 
raid e, reel i pines. 

After services, men and 
womem young and old, re- 
turn home for a traditional 
Christmas Eve dinner, after 
which they join hands and 
move around the gaily-decor- 
:ded Chrislmas -tree, singing 
old Chrislmas iiyms. 

In neighboring Norway, 
Christmas is celebrated still 
another way. Here, besides 
i he traditional customs, ani- 
mals are given extra rations 
since they witnessed the birth 
of Christ.
